Therefore prior art teaclies an amplification primer comprising at least 10 nucleotide 
units of a nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 . Hence the product namely 
oligonucleotide of SEQ ID no 1 recited in claim 6 of the instant application was known to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made. Hence the product of 
group III invention, does not share same or corresponding special technical features of 
the methods of Group I and Group II inventions. Hence Unity of invention is lacking. 

Restriction Subgroups 
3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
Restriction Subgroups of the claimed invention. After election of one of the Groups 
above, Applicant is required to also elect a restriction subgroup.
